The War Office closed at midnight 
without throwing any light upon the 
question. Meager dispatches which 
were in the newspaper offices indicated 
that the evacuation of the Boer posi- 
tions was conducted in hot haste, and 
that Cronje was cofnpletely outmaneu- 
vered by Roberts's turning movement. 
The relief of Kimberley was certain 
from the moment the Sixth Division 
haited at Kiip Drift and Jacobsdal 
was occupied in force, and Cronje’s 
escape was probably due to French's 
march northward to town, Thursday, 
and also to the delay of the transports 
at Riet River Tuesday and Wednesday. 
The Dutch forces contrived to slip 
through the gap left between the in- 
fantry and the cavalry. 

While the rear guard may be at- 
tacked, the bulk of the mounted force 
will be able to retire to the line of 
kopjes north of Bloemfontein and 
fortify another line of kopjes, Press 
dispatches do not indicate clearly the 
direction taken by the larger Boer 
force in retreat, and Roberts is too 
busy in ordering pursuit to offer any 
explanations. There is apparently a 
considerable Dutch force at Koffyfon- 
tein, on the Riet above Dekil'’s Drift. 
| It can readily be strengthened from 


' Colesberg by way of Fauresmith. This 


position, which is reported to be 
strongly entrenched, will be turned, if 
Roberts's divisions go eastward from 
Klip Drift toward Bloemfontein. 

The War Office has confirmed the 
press accounts of the storming of 
Monte Cristo, and the night attack 
near Dordrecht. Buller describes 
Hildyard’s brigade as attacking the 
enemy's position from the south, and 
Hart's brigade as storming it from 
the west, while a terrible artillery fire 
was centered upon the front. The 
Boers did not offer much resistance, 
and were driven across the Tugela, 
several laagers being captured. The 
motive of this attack was the posses- 
sion of outworks, from which Hlang- 
wane could be commanded by naval 
guns, and the Boers be driven from 
all their positions. The southern bank 
of the Tugela River could then be 
crossed below Colenso, and a fresh at- 
tempt be made for the relief of Lady- 
smith. Buller’s two brigades acted 
with their.usual gallantry and disci- 
pline in these operations. No military 
writer has ever been able to under- 
stand why the southern bank was not 
cleared before Buller ordered the dis- 
astrous battle of Colenso, the middle 
of December. An official report from 
Roberts at Jacobsdal bears record to 
the fine exploit of the colonial forces 
in storming the Dutch trenches near 
Dordrecht.

As one of the roposed 
amendments was directed against sub- 
sidies to old and unserviceable ships, 
Messrs. Griscom and Clyde explained 
that this could be obviated by classify- 
ing ships as Al, A2, etc., and that the 
seaworthiness of a craft, as shown by, 
the register, would then determine 
whether it should come within the sub- 
sidy act. This was favorably received 
by those who had urged a change on 
this point, and it will probably be ac- 
cepted in the final draft. 
In order to consider this and all other

AGAIN THE STAR WITNESS. 
EXAMINED IN RELATION TO WELL- 

COME DISBARMENT. 

He Declares That His Only Purpose 
in the Campaign Was the Over- 
throw of Daly’s Rule in State, Which 


He Said Was Tyrannic—Dr. Trecey 
also a Witness.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Senator 
Clark of Montana was again today the, 
star witness before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, 
notwithstanding Dr. Treacey, Justice 
Hunt's physician, was also heard. Sena- 
tor Clark occupied the entire forenoon 
sitting, and a part of the afternoon 
session. His statement concerning his 
interview with Justice Hunt corrobo- 
rated the testimony of the Justice in 
all essentials, except that his recol- 
lection was that $50,000 and not $100,000 
was the amount mentioned by Mim as 
the price which the Justice should get 
for having the Wellcome disbarment 
case thrown out of the Supreme Court. 
He said that Justice Hunt was an inti- 
mate friend, and he asserted his motive 
to be in taking the course he did to 
test his ability to withstand the cor- 
rupting influence of money. He had re- 
ceived no funds from any source to 
pay the bribe suggested, and had bee 
promised none for that purpose. f 

Mr. Clark necessarily went over 
much of the ground covered by him in 
his testimony Saturday. He was cross- 
examined by Mr. Campbell, and _ in- 
sisted that he had spent no money for 
corrupt purposes during the Montana 
Senatorial campaign. He gave a de- 
tailed statement of expenditures for 
political purposes during the legisia- 
tive and Senatorial contests, which 
footed Up, as Senator Turley an- 
nounced, ¢o $139,000. He declared that 
his only purpose in entering upon the 
campaign was the overthrow of Mr. 
Daly’s rule in the State, which he said 
was so tyrannical that he would not

CLARK EXPLAINS TRANSACTION. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.1} 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—At. the aft- 
ernoon session Dr. Freacey said that he 
had met Mr. Corbett Saturday night 
after his arrival in Washington, but 
that he had not taiked with him con- 
cerning his testimony before this com-

Senator Clark was then recalled. He 


said he had gone to Helena from 
Butte on January 4, 1899, just after the 
meeting of the Legislature, but that 
he had carried with him no more mone 
than he usually carriéd. Senator Clar 
detailed the transaction with Repre-. 
sentative McLaughlin, whereby he be-. 
came owner of certain timber land 
owned by McLaughlin. 
Replying to a question from Mr. 
Faulkner, Senator Clark said: “There 
was never a word said wag ee per- 
sonal interview with Mr. McLaughlin, 
either by him, Mr. Bickford or myself, 
concerning the Senatorial contest.”’ 
Mr. Clark here submitted a statement 


showing expenditures on political ac- 
count made by him from August 1, 1 

to September 1, 1899. The Senator sai 
he had made Messrs. Wellcome, McDer- 
mot and E. C. Day each a present cf 
$8000, but he did not consider these de- 
nations in the nature of political ez- 
penditures. 

Speaking of the reasons which led 
him to go into the campaign, Mr. Clark 
said his friends had represented that 
if there was no change, they were liable 
to move out of the State. 

“It was estimated,” he said, “that it 
would take $35,000 to control the com- 
mittee, and that $75,000 would be neces- 
sary to control the Legisiature. There 
was no limit, and I agreed to pay 
whatever might be necessary. I knew 
it would take a great deal of money to 
carry the State where so much money 
had been in previous elections.” 

Mr. Clark said, in Tesponse to Sen- 
ator Turley, that it was true that in the

The first question 
asked referring to the incident of 
August 5, the date of his first inter- 
view with Justice Hunt, referred to 
his association on that day with Cor- 
bett, J. S. M. Neill, Mr. Clark and 
Judge Hunt. He said he had seen Jus- 
tice Hunt that day but none of the 
others mentioned. 

Dr. Treacey related all his interviews 
with Justice Hunt and also with Atty.- 
Gen. Nolan. He began with his first 
interview with Mr. Hunt on August 5 
last, and his report was a practical 
repetition of Justi Hunt's testimony 
except as to the amount named. He 
said that at the first interview he had 
invited the Judge to his office and had 
taken him into his operating-room, 
where the interview occurred. 

“I told the Judge,” said the witness, 
“that I had a funny kind of proposition 
to make to him.” 

The witness then went on to say that 
he had told the Justice, of the arrival 
in Helen~ of a special train and said 
he told the Judge that there was a 
party there who would give $50,000 if he 
would dismiss the Wellcome disbar- 
ment case. The Judge promptly said 
that he could not consider such prop- 
osition and he left. He had'‘also seen 
Justice Hunt later in the afternoon at 
the latter's own home and had renewed 
the suggestion of the forenoon. 

He said he had told the Judge of the 
rumors that he was under Mr. Daly’s 
influence and that the latter would in- 
sure his reélection. The witness then 
said he had told the Judge that if he 
could decently do so, he would like to 
see him get the money to be had out 
of the case. The Judge refused at both 
times to entertain the position, as he 
had at the subsequent interview, three 
or four weeks later. 

Dr. Treacey said he had never had any 
authority from any one to make a prop- 
osition of bribery to Mr. Hunt, but he 
had not told the Judge of this circum- 
stance until he was notified that Judge 
Hunt was to be summoned f} Washing- 
ton. He had then told the Judge that 
he had no $50,000 or $100,000 to offer 
him. and no authority from any one 
to maké an offer. 

Referring to his interviews with 
Atty.-Gen. Nolan, the witness said 
when he spoke to that gentleman about 
the Wellcome case, the latter replied: 

“I have got ’em over a barrel.” 

“I told him he better get $100,000 out 
of the business, destroy his steno- 
graphic notes and get out of the busi- 
ness. He seemed to feel pretty good 
over it, and I took it he thought it a 
good idea. It was all pure ‘josh,’ and 
he knew it was.” -

DECIDED BRITISH SUCCESS. 
P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

CHIEVELEY (Monday morning.) 
Feb. 19.—{By South african Cable.] The

cess in capturing the‘tenemy’'s position 
on Monte..Cristo.

CAPTURE OF WILTSHIRES. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

LORENZO MARQUEZ,, Feb. 19.—A 
correspondent who was with the Boer 
forces in the attack upon Rensburg, 
gives further particulars regarding the 
capture of the Wiltshires. He says: 

“Commandant Peller, who arrived 
first, found two companies of the Wilt- 
shires, and began attacking in the 
open. Soon after he was joined by a 
body of Free Staters, and together they 
drove the British back from the neigh- 
boring kopjes, capturing all but three. 
it is im ble to say exactly how 
many of the British were killed and 
wounded, but of the 200 Wiltshires, 142 
were captured and of those forty-four 
were wounded. 

“The suffering of the wounded from 
heat and thirst was intense. The bur- 
ghers did their best to alleviate this, 
and many of the wounded were car- 
ried in biankets to Rensburg siding. 

“At Rietfontein the British rear 

began shelling, thus compelling 
the Federals to leave the wounded in 
order to repulse the attack. A Krupp 
gun replied effectively to the British 
cannonade. The Boers lost two killed 
and four wounded. They now occupy 
all the Rensburg positions formerly oc- 
cupied, by the British, whose rear guard 
is at Rietfontein, with the Federals 
close up.”

NEWS FROM DURBAN. 
{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

DURBAN, Feb. 19.—There was con- 
tinuous fighting yesterday from the 
British position on Gun Hill and, Hus- 
sar Hill. The troops advanced from 
the former toward Monte Cristo. 
There was a heavy bombardment with 
three 4.7-inch guns and the 100-pounder 


siege gun, supported by infantry, 
against the position on Hiang- 
wane Hill, which adjoins Monte 


Cristo, and is regarded as the key to 
Grobler’s Kloof. The firing was par- 
ticularly active from ussar Hill on 
the strong Boer entrenchments at the 
extreme end of Hlangwane Hill. These 
entrenchments were strengthened with 
sand bags. The firing still continued 
at 6 o’clock yesterday evening. 
During the day the gun Lady Ran- 
dolph came on an armored train from 
the direction of Colenso. 
It was reported that we have cap- 
tured over one hundred prisoners. 
The naval gun knocked out the 
“Long Tom” on Hiangwane Hill at 
the first shot, for which Gen. Buller 
especially complimented the gunners. 
Hiangwane Hill lies between two 
bends of the Tugela River. The Boers 
have erected a bridge Between Hlang- 
bm ng and the northern bank of the 
ver. 


LOOT TAKEN BY BURGHERS. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

LORENZO MARQUEZ, Feb. 19.—It 
appears from advices reteived here 
that the loot captured by the burghers 
yesterday near Koffyfontein included 
over 3000 head of cattle and a number 
of wagons, eighteen of which were 
loaded with provisions intended for the 
relief of Kimberley.

BRITISH PROCLAMATION. 


PROMISE TO FAVOR UITLANDERS. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—A epecial to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
Uitlanders, been compelled 
to abandon “theif property in the 
Transvaal, by reason of the attitude 
of the Boers, wil he reinstated in pos- 
session, should the British conquer the 
South African Republic, and the Or- 
ange Free State. 

Information of the determination of 
the British government has reached 
the State Department in the form of 
a copy of this proclamation, issued by 
the British High Commissioner for 
South Africa, at Cape Town, under 
date of January 26: 

“Notice is hereby given that the gov- 
ernment of Her Majesty will not recog- 
nize as valid or effectual any forfeiture 
of any property in the territories of the 
South African republics or the Orange 
Free State, or any charges, fines or in- 


cumbrances of whatsoever. description | 
declared, levied or charged upon any 
such property, or any conveyance, 
transfer or transmission of any such 
property, which forfeiture, charge, fine, 
incumbrance, conveyance, transfer or 
transmission. has been or shall be de- 
clared charged, levied, made or carried 
into effect by the governments of the 
South African Republic or of: the Or- 
ange Free State subsequently to the 
10th day of October, 1899." 

So far ap the State Department has 
been informed, the Boers have not de- 
clared forfeited any property belonging 
to American citizens, but if so the 
American Consul will take measures for 
securing its restoration. In the event 
of failure and if the British conquer 
the country, its restoration will be cer- 
tain after the war. It is likely that the 
South African Republic, desirous of 
averting international complications, 
will. be chary about forfeiting 
property of persons other than 
British.

DETROIT, Feb. 19.—Tom Sharkey 
tonight knocked out Jim Jeffords, the 
California aspirant for heavyweight 
honors, in the second round of what 
was to have been a ten-round bout. 
The men had fought two minutes and 
six seconds in the seeond round when 
the knockout was delivered. They 
were breaking from aclinch. Sharkey 
whipped his right over to the Cali- 
fornian’s head, and Jeffords went dowg, 
Referee Hogan counted him out, and 
ie was several minutes before Jeffords 
recovered sufficiently to talk. Then 
he claimed a foul, saying Sharkey hit 
him in the breakaway, although they 
had agreed to break clean. The referee 
refused to entertain his “kick,” how- 
ever, and awarded the fight to Sharkey. 

There was no preliminary fiddling 
when the first round started. The men 
met in the center of the ring, and 
| mixed it from the start. As they came 
to a clinch, both Slipped and fell to the 
floor. Sharkey kept rushing Jeffords, 
and just before the end of the round 
sent him to the floor. Jeffords was 
tired, and stayed on his knees for 
several seconds. When they came up 
for the second round, the Californian 
seemed in good shape. Sharkey went 
right after him from the start. He 
cut Jeffords’s left eye open, and then 
kept it bleeding witht right-hand 
punches. 

The men were in Jeffords’s corner 
when the knockout occurred. Sharkey 
broke from the clinch, sent his right 
over on the tall man’s head, and the 
latter lurched forward, went to his 
knees, and then turned over on his 
breast. He was completely out, but 
Referee Hogan knelt down and shouted 
the seconds into the prostrate man’s 
ear. 

At the count of ten, Hogan declared 
Sharkey the winner, amid. cries of 
“foul” from the spectators, who 
thought the sailor had hit Jeffords in 
the clinch. This was not true, as the 
men had both a free when the blow 
was delivered. About thirty-five hun- 
dred people witnessed the bout, which 
was pulled off in the Light Guard Ar- 
mory under the auspices of the Cadil- 
lac Athletic Club. 

After the men had gone to their 
dressing-room, Referee Hogan ex- 
pressed the opinion that Jeffords “laid 
down.”

DRY HEAT. 


THE WHOLESOMENESS OF MO@Is- |. 


TURE IN AIR. 

{CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Formerly 
the mere question of heating was 
considered one of the most im- 
portant considerations in the deter- 
mination of the atmosphere of living 
———— and up to recently the 
effect of heating by gas on the degree 
of moisture or drynes in the room, has 
been but little inquired into. Hy- 
gienists have now determined that the 
moisture in the air should not fall be- 
low or rise above 75 per cent of com- 
plete saturation, else there is discom- 
fort or even mischief; and, therefore, 
a room with damp air needs to be 
warm, while a room with dry air may 
need to be cooled. For the determin- 
ation of the proper degree of humidity 
an ingenious instrument is now em- 
ployed with: a combination of ther- 
mometer with a hair-hygrometer, the 
hair—human hafir—in which lengthens 
or shortens and works an indicator 
on a graduated scale. The thermom- 
eter has a scale showing for each tem- 
perature the corresponding maximum 
water-vapor pressure in millimeters 
of mercury. The hair-hygrometer 
scale enables the percentages of mois- 
ture in the air to be read over cor- 
rectly. With this instrument the ob- 
server may at once find the

_A PARIS NUISANCE. 


AUTOMOBILE TOUGH THE 
OF ALL. 


[Paris Correspondence of the Pall 
Mall Gazette:] A police-court magis- 
trate has been found with the cour- 
age to inflict a swingeing fine on a 
motor-car driver, who, rather than 
slacken speed, elected to run full tilt 
into the miniature tramway that plies 
betwetn the Porte Maillot and Zodlogi- 
cal Gardens. The sentence has pro- 
voked quite a display of popular en- 
thusiasm. People have written to the 
papers to express their heartfelt satis- 
faction, and in Paris people only write 
the papers on extraordinary occa- 
sions. 

The simple truth is that the motor- 
car nuisance has assumed intolerable 
proportions. Unless remediary meas- 
ures are taken between now and the 
exhibition, positive hecatombs of un- 
wary foreigners and bewildered yokeils 
are to be expected. The craze for 
motor cars has now been raging for a 
year, and more with unabated inten- 
sity. The best-known firms are still 
unable to meet the demand for their 
machines, but in the course of the last 
twelve months an enormous number of 
the “terrible conveyances” have been 
let loose in the streets. 

There is authoritative opinion in sup- 
port of the contention that the Paris- 
ian cabman, thanks to his egregious 
incapacity and his murderous instincts, 
is one of the most dangerous enemies 
the pecestrian can encounter, but a 
worse than the cabman has been found 
in the person of the chauffeur or mo- 
tor car driver. To form any idea of 
the habits of this scourge he must be 
seen at work on his native asphalt. 
His ambition is that poor folk on foot 
should stand agape as he passes. To 
this end he acts as if all the capital 
were a racing track. He “scorches”’ 
through the s 6, as a rule on the 
wrong side of the road; he careens 
round corners; he darts this way and 
that with the utmost possible unex- 
pectedness; and he lets off jets of steam 
or arranges a series of imitation ex- 
plosions when he sights a timid old 
man or a skittish horse. 

The authorities at their wit’s end. 
The police have tesied orders, the Mu- 
nicipal Council has drawn up regula- 
tions, but all to no purpose. It being 
almost impossible to catch the offend- 
ers, they snap their fingers at official 
interference. ome time ago four “in- 
spectors of automobiles” were ap- 
pointed.

ENSILAGE. 


SOME INTERESTING POINTS FOR 
LAND TILLERS. 

{CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMBs.} 
NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Farmers are 
too apt to think that the manure 
which produces the most grass is ths 
best for their purpose, forgetting al- 
together that the question of quality 
is quite as important as quantity. The 
real desideratum of the true agricul- 
turist is a dressing which produces 
that which in its turn produces the 
best quality of flesh.. Pasture that in- 
creases the weight of the animal is 
but pasture that improves the 
quality of the 
weight, is better. According to some 
experiments by the English Board of 
Agriculture, the most ugeful manures 
are the phosphatic dressing basic slaz 
in large quantities, and super-phes- 
phate, the latter being accompanied 
by sulphate of potash. Excellent te- 
sults were secured by the application 
of these manures to the particular soil 
treated by the board. An interesting 
point of these experiments is the fact 
that it {s only a few years since the 
value of basic slag—one of the bi- 
products of the blast furnace—as a 
fertilizer came to be recognized. [It 
contains a large percentage of phos- 
phorus and its success has been s0 
complete that while at first its market 
value was only $2.50 per ton, its price 
over three times that

SECRET POLISH LEAGUE. 
ONE SAID TO EXIST IN EUROPE 
AND AMERICA. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.1 

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—Leaders in Pol- 
ish national circles of this city say 
there is a secret national Polish league 
which extends throughout Europe and 
America, and that it has existed not 
only for fourteen years, but ever since 
the break up of the last struggle for 
Poland’s indepéndence in 1863. One of 
the ieaders said: 

“The secret organization has not 
been plotting against any government, 
but for the freeing of Poland by force 
of arms, or any other method. During 
the last few weeks the Polish national 
organizations in this city, which as 
such have no direct connection with 
the secret league, have been receiving 
information that the Russian govern- 
ment has resumed persecution of the 
Poles, and that wholesale arrests are 
being made in Warsaw, the seat of the 
so-called Central Committee of the na- 
tional league. 

“The league began a spirited agita- 
tion December 9 of last year, when a 
circular was issued from Warsaw ap- 
pealing to all Poles to eyuip them- 
selves both mentally and physically so 
that in case of need they might be 
ready to serve the cause of freeing 
Poland. The cireuvlar called on all 
Poles to continue the agitation for 
Poland and to study and propagate 
Polish national spirit. | 

“Since the publication of the circular, 
books and pamphlets which, because of 
their intense Polish patriotic expres- 
sion, are prohibited in Poland by Rus- 
sia, have been printed in Chicago and 
other cities, sent to Europe, placed in 
the hands of agents of the league and 
distributed in Poland.” 

In speaking of the Polish league and 
of the recent arrests in Lemberg, 
Frank H. Jablonski, president of the 
Polish National Alliance of America, 
said: “‘We have been receiving infor- 
mation about the numerous arrests in 
Warsaw, but that arrests have been 
made in Lemberg ts a surprise to us. 
All’ we can say is that the coming 
events cast their shadows before them. 
That there is a secret Polish national 
government, or league, with a seat in 
Warsaw, is true and public. Who the 
members are I cannot tell you. The 
plan is to have a general uprising in 
Poland in case of war between Rusgria 
and England, and it is in line with that 
plan that many Poles are being re- 
cruited into English regiments from 
Warsaw and ther places In Poland, 
and sent, not to the Transvaal, as some 
correspondents would misstate, but into

with Russia. Of course, men from Aus- 
trian Poland wauld assist their fellow- 
countrymen, and that may be a rea- 
son for the arrests.”

Carleton’s brilliant and entertaining 
comedy-drama, “A Gilded Fool,” at the 
hands of the newcomers among us, the 
James Neill Company, and right clev- 
erly did the players acquit themselves, 
the applause and laughter being on 
the continuous order throughout the 
evening. 

Mr. Carleton’s play has no strik- 
ingly new features in its development, 
but it is bright, cleanly and intensely 
interesting, despite the fact that it 
traverses much beaten theatrical 
ground. There are many clever lines 
—some of them instinct with humor— 
and while the playwright has intro- 
duced the conventional villain, he is 
a right good villain, particularly as Mr. 
Dempsey portrays the character. The 
Times has already printed the story 
contained in the latest Neill effort, 
hence its repetition is scarcely neces- 
sary to a clear understanding of the 
opening performance of the week at 
this theater. 

The company in Mr. Neill's support 
again demonstrates its ability to make 
dramatic pictures, and to afford that 
satisfaction to an audience which 
comes from witnessing intelligent. and 
handsomely-garbed play people in the 
act of unreeling a good story in such 
fashion as to hold the interest. Mr. 
Neill is hardly a Nat Goodwin, but he

There are inconsistencies in this char- 
acter, as the playwright has made him, 
for it is hardly square to ask us to wit- 
ness a man in the act of being “a 
gilded fool’’ one moment and the next 
an exceedingly sensible, astute and 
gentlemanly young fellow with a 
tongue attuned to soft phrases and a 
heart tender with sentiments that 
would do honor to a Chevalier Bayard. 
Mr. Neill shifts the key so swiftly 
sometimes from the callow, newly-rich 
youngster to the level-headed and sen- 
sible man of business that it almost 
takes one’s breath away, but pernaps 
we should aftribute this defect in the 
character to the author of the play and 


not to the player. There are some long 


speeches that should be pruned in or- 
der to add to the snappiness‘of the 
play, and there are some strains upon 
dramatic license that might well be 
eased up to the play’s decided advan- 
tage, .but for all that there is a great 
contemporaneous human interest In “A 
Gilded Fool,”’ and he is a captious thea- 
ter-goer who cannot get out of the pro- 
duction an evening’s amusement.

mens of the more important fruit pests 
and the parasites that work to destroy 
them. Most of the beneficial parasites 
have been imported into the country. 
Two perfect oranges are shown as a 
result of fumigation and near them are 
some scaly and diminutive specimens 
of that fruit, showing the results of 
no fumigation. Among the other fea- 
tures is the root of a peach tree show~ 
ing the alarming ravages of an east- 
ern borer. The root is from a large lot 
of young trees which were infected 
with that borer when shipped into the 
State and which were destroyed after 
their arrival by the Horticultural 
Commissioners. An orange twig 
thickly infested with white scale also 
appears: The twig is a ty, as the 
scale has not been parasit by its 
natural enemy, the ‘Vedalla cardinalis. 
It was that kind of scale which a few 
years ago threatened to do millions of 
dollars of damege in California, but 
which was promptly checked by the 
parasite, which was imported by Prof. 
Koebele. So thoroughly has the para- 
site done its work that it is now very 
seldom that white scale as shown in 
the exhibf? can be found that has not 
already been killed ‘by the Vedalia car- 
dinalis. 

Near the other exhibits of ts is a 
cabinet of moths demonstrating the 
fallacy of the theory that the codling 
moth may be readily attracted to and 
destroyed by an open fire. There are 
about 100 moths which were attracted 
to and caught around a lamp in an 
apple orchard near Long Beach in the 
summer of 1899. Only one of them is a 
codling moth. They were caught and 
mounted by Frederick Maskew, the 
county horticultural inspector of the 
Long Beach district. 

Among the other exhibits not of any 
one private firm or corporation is a 
joint one made by thirteen creameries 
operating not far from Los Angeles.

SANTA MONICA. 
CITY BELECTION PBRPLEXITIES. 

SANTA MONICA, Feb. 19.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] How 40 fix the 
precincts for the coming city election 
is perplexing the City Trustees. At 
the meeting of the board ithis after- 
noon a form of ordinance ealling the 
election for April 9 was presented. 
As drawn, the ordinance makes the 
whole of the city of Santa Monica one 
precinct and fixes the polling place at 
the fire-apparatus house on Oregon 
avenue. The inconvenience which such 
an arrangement would,put upon the 
voters of the Ocean Park district was 
spoken of, and the matter Was re- 
ferred to a committee. City Attorney 
Tanner explained that the election law 
as amended, requires that in establish- 
ing precincts for the city election the 
official precincts, as defined by the Su- 
pervisors, must not be divided. If, 
therefore, it should be determined to 
have two precincts for the coming elet- 
tion one of them would have to con- 
tain one official precinct and the other 
two, as there are three in the city. 
The lines which divide the town into 
three official precinecte are Arizona and 
Railroad avenyes from the beach to 
the easterly city limits. It is esti- 
mated that there will be somewhat 
over five hundred votes cast at the 
coming city election. The matter of 
economy its urged in support of the 
idea of having fewer than three poll- 
‘ing places. The cost of each, it is 
said, will be about $75. 

The election is to be to choose three 
City Trustees for a term of four years, 
five library trustees, and a Clerk, a 
Marshal and a Treasurer for a two- 
year term. The amended law makes it 
difficult to select Gesirable election 
officers. They must not only be elec- 
tors, but must also have their names 
on the city assessment roll, and they 
muet not any of them be incumbents 
of public offices.

given a stimulus to English manufac-

Bids were invited in Great Britain 
and the United States, and this time 
the order went to an English company, 
which undertook to the 
shipment of one span in six wee 

ag re or the order. The order was 
given December 21, and the first span 
was completed January 31. Deduct- 
ing three Sundays and two holidays, 
the work was done in nineteen work- 
ing days. There are to be in all seven 
spans of one hundred and five feet 
each, five for Colenso and two for 
Frere. Each span will weigh about 
one hundred and five long tons, ex- 
clusive of rivets, and there are sixty- 
nine thousand holes to be driven in 
each span. The material is of steel 
throughout. These bridges are 16 ft. 
wide to accommodate one track, 3 feet 
6 inch gauge, with wagon ways on 
either side. Showing the dispatch 
with which such tasks are nowadays 
taken in hand, it may be stated that 
the order was received at nine o clock 
in the morning and by 5 p.m. on the 
same day about one hundred tons of 
the material had been rolled, tested 
and approved by the Natal govern- 
ment engineer, and some of the plates 
were on the planing machines. No 
material further advanced than the 
stage of ingots was in stock when the 

er was received.
